Negroes constitute one-seventh of American indus- 


trial workers. The new policy is, to say the least, a 
triumph for democracy. It is also calculated to help the 
blacks along the very lines where they most need devel- 
opment—the learning of trades, and participation in the! 
higher living standards and educational opportunities that; 
come with membership in the trade unions. It will help1 
to lift them out of poverty and will make better citizens 
of them. And indirectly, the Federation of Labor may 
gain proportionately in power and prestige. 


The negro will certainly contribute one asset on which 


the Federation today lays much stress. He is a loyal 
American, and can be depended on to do his part in keep- 
ing Bolshevism and Anarchism out of American industry.

cause of the dasturoance. "It's in
